Coming to Carrickfergus, I found it was the 
time of the Quarter Seſſions, This greatly in- 
creaſed the congregation.

Campbd, died, leaving by Will his fortune to his 
two daughters, and in cafe of their death, a thou- 
ſand pounds to the poor of the pariſh, His widow 


was extremely ill; notwithſtanding which, ſome 


of the Brethren, to whom ſhe was quite devoted; 
tame in the depth of winter, and carried her by 
night, ſeveral miles, to their houſe. She died in 
a few days, after ſhe had made her Will, wherein 
ſhe made two of them (xecutors, a third guardian 
to the children; and in caſe of their death, left 
the whole eſtate to the Brethren, They concealed 
her death fix days. Mean time two of them went 
to Dublin and procured letters of adminiſtration, 
and of guardianſhip. Soon after I was preſſed, to 
undertake the cauſe of the orphans, I went to

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cellor, who after a full hearing, cancelled: the 
ſecond Will, and ordered the firſt to ſtand;” 
At my leiſure minutes yeſterday and to day, I 
read Mr. Glanvil's Sadduciſmus triumphatus.

I was invited to lodge at Mr. Scot's, a conſider- 
able tradeſman. I tound a young gentlewoman 
there, a viſitant, well-bred, ſenſible, good-humour- 
ed; ſtudious to oblige, and lacking nothing but the 
one thing. Saturday 10. The room was quite 
filled in the morning. In the evening I preached 
in the court, to thrice as many as the room would 
contain. And all were not only quiet but attentive.

Monday 26. About noon, I preached on the

Tueſ- 
day 27. I found a little increaſe in the Society. 
But there cannot be much without more field- 
preaching, Wherever this is intermitted, the 
work of God ſtands ſtill, if it does not go back.

Wedneſday 28, I rode to Mountmelick, and for 
the ſake of ſome tender perſons, preached in the 
new houſe. It was a ſolemn time; in conſequence 
of which, it was pretty well filled in the morning. 
A ſerious awe ſpread over the whole congregation; 
but more remarkably the next evening, while l 
was opening and applying the ſtory of Dives and 
Lazarus, Friday go, I rode over to Montrath, a 
wild place as molt in Ireland, and preached in the 
ſhell of a new houſe, to many more than it would 
contain. All were quiet and attentive. In the 
middle of the ſermon. a young woman who was a 
ner, endeavoured for a while to hide her tears, 

y creeping behind another, till in a few minutes 
her ſtrength failed, and. ſhe ſunk down to the 
B47; 8 ground. 
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ground: I was ſorry they carried her away; other- 
Liſe 1 think ſhe would have ſoon lifted up her 
head with joy. „ 

In the evening we had a love-feaſt, at Mount- 
melick, and great was our rejoicing in the Lord. 
Many were filled with conſolation, truſting he 
would ſoon make an end of fin, and bring in ever- 
laſting righteouſneſs. 

Saturday, July 1. I found a far different face 
of things at Portarlington. The ſociety had once 
a hundred and thirty members: (a hundred and 
four I joined in three days.) It had now no more 
than twenty four; and ſome of theſe had only a 
name to live. In the evening I applied particularly 
to the backſliders. But almoſt as ſoon as I began, 
a large company of Ayr, {as they called them) 
came and embarraſſed me not à little. I knew 

this was heathen Greek to them. But I could 
not then change my ſubject. However I diluted 
my diſcourſe as much as I could, that it might not 
'be quite too ſtrong for their digeſtion, | 
Sunday 2. I read Mrs. Row's ( devout exer- 
ciſes of the heart.“ It is far ſuperior to any thing 
of her's which 1 ever read, in ile as well as in 
ſenſe. Her experience is plain, ſound and ſerip- 
tural, no way whimfical or myſtica And her 
language is clear, ſtrong and ſimple, without any 
of that affected floridneſs; which offends all who 
have a tolerable car, or any judgment in good 
writing. * 
At nine we had a ſerious congregation, to whom 
I could ſpeak of the deep things of God. And the 
new houſe held them tolerably well : but in the 
evening it was far too ſmall. So I ſtood in alittle 
ground adjoining to the houſe, Many tender ones 
fat within, but the bulk of the congregation ſtood 
in the meadow, and the gardens on each ſide, I 
have not ſeen in all the world a people ſo eaſy to 
de convinced or perſwaded as the Iriſh, What 
Pity that theſe excellent propenſities ſhould not 
always be applied to the moſt excellent purpoſes !
